An Ordinance Fixing the Rate and 
Levying a Property Tax for the 
Current Fiscal Year Upon All 
Property Within the City of Up- 
land, California, With Excep- 
tions Relating to Certain Areas, 
for the. Purposes of Maintain- 
ing the Said Municipal Govern- 
ment of Said City; and the Pay- 
ment of Such Bonded Indebted- 
ness as May Become Due. 








The City Council of the City of 
Upland, California, do ordain as 
follows:
